The want of coherence m Zeno's 
scheme makes it impoésiblo to answer 
his criticisms seriatim..¥ le assumes the 
advantage of Socrates, who pro- 
fossed’ to afirm notljng, but only to 
hear and exerciso, Bitt the gront mas- 
ter of dialectics did not scatter Lis shot 
as Zeno does. Ho dingctod his londing 
questiona In snch n matiner as to make 
the porson examined menor the incon: 
sistoncy, if any, of hisgiwntheory, Oth- 
erwise there would baye been no merit 
in the Socratic mothod, kind no end ‘to 


t 


it. It does not requiro philnaopher to; 


can ever be answered. 

There is almost no end to the points 
in Zeno's last letter which I ehould like 
however, to refute, for fear they might 
impose on somebody, I emphatically 
deny that I predicted ‘‘over-production” 
inany other sense than relatively to 
profit, aud defy Zeno to quote the pas- 
sage verbatim. I said on pnge 20, that 
there never had been an over-produc- 
tion of any commodity relatively fo 
peoples needs. But rolatively to some 
other commoility, there is said to be 
over-production when the first Gan no 
longer bo oxchanged for more than the 
cost. ‘This stops tha exchange and 
cansos n crisis; because, under the sya- 
tem ot profit, the capitalist allows nothe 
ing to be produced but what he expecta 
to gain by. Under tho system of rə- 
mureration for work alone, there could 
be no over-production and uo crisis. I 
supposed all socialists understood that, 
and it 1s not nt all ivconsistent with the 
belief that population doos press on (he 
meavs of support. Zeno says tho polnt 
is not material, But it is very mato- 
rial, and bears directly on the main 
error of Heury George and all his 
echool, which consists iu thinking that 
there ore diferent kinds of property— 
dome natural and legitimate, and others 
‘artificial and illegitimate, In tho very 
spirit ot this error Zeno says that I 
confound interest with the gnin cnused 
by monopoly. Ido, Whe distinction 
is without a difference. Property and 
monopoly are two terms for the sume 
thing, thongh the former is the more 
aecurate. Property menus the right to 
uca or abuse, to use or to withhold from 
use. It is the latter clause which in- 
volves the power of oxacting interest, 
True. the gain on somo kinds of capital, 
as railroad stock, may be higher thanon 
some others,—that is ligher thau the 
current rate of interest,—but it 18 ob- 
tained in oxactly the same way, anil is 
neither more nor less unjust. In each 
case tho power to withhold frum use is 
conferred by law. Zeno’s sheap story 
jyou hnya alrendy noticed fully, All 
ratsera of sheep would combina to de- 
fend themselves against sheep stealers. 
It is guestionable though whether “he 
who is an hireling and not the shepherd, 
whose own the abeep are not,” would 
defend the right of the owner to more 
sheep than he could care for, were 
not this right protected by a com- 
bination not of producers (sheep raie- 
ors) but capitalista(shoep, &c., cornercrs)

whose nim in life wna all aloug tobe 
and became non-producera. 

A oapitalist, says Zeno, does not pre- 
vent others from producing cnpital. 
Does not the ownorship of a thousand 
sheep by ona man rendor it loss easy for 
another to keep ten sheep? Every up- 
plianco for producing wealth, aud every 
accumulation of wenlth, from a forked 
stick toa railrond like tha U, Pu from 
the bone reserved for to-morrow’s soup 
to the hoards of the Great Mogul, so 
long as any one has powor to withhotd 
it from use, mukes those who have notl- 
iug less ablo to get a living except as 
servants of those who havo something, 

Zono is undoubtebly rightin saying 
that every ivoqnitablo statute can be 
trace to tho working of that untaral 
law which wakes men seek to gratily 
their desires with tho least axortion, But 
to the samo Iaw are due all inventions, 
all progresa, all iwprovoment, ‘Lo clubs 
and swordsit udded gunpowdor,and feud- 
aliam disappeared: ‘lo gunpowder it has 
addod dynamito nnd bourgeoisigm 1s 
about to disappear. Naturo Das or- 
dained that robbery shall not be the 
oasiost wuy of gratifying our desires, 
aud that as wo grow wiser it shal) bo- 
come progressively less onsy relatively 
to othor ways untilevery ono finds out 
thatit don’t . pay. Thus her (morni) 
Jaws oxecute thomselves, I amfac from 
thivking that Nature bas in all rospocts 
consulted the convenionce of man; stih 
I am enough of a'Lheist: yot to doubt 
ifan averago logislature has oithor the 
wisdom or tho power to reconstruct 
man’s constitution advantayoously, 1t 
may bo sdverstition to worship at all. 
But I would rather worship thonpkoown 
God than Uncle Sam. 

“ In“oonelusion £ shbuld ‘ suggewt™ to 
Zeno the propriety of being moro care- 
ful bout his facts. He thinks people 
will not accept individual acrip for what 
itis worth. "They did so very gonorally 
about here not moro than ion years ago, 
aud the United States put down the 
practice, but not without many proso- 
cutione. Notwithstanding Zevo'a_ns- 
sertion to the contrary, tho law doos 
provide forthe return of n fugitive wito. 

Citissoldom enforced that is bocauso 
people are botter than the law, as thoy 
always get to be before a revolution, 
That tho sizoof families decreases as 
the powors of production incronse 
ia one of the reckless assertions of nnti- 
Maltbusians in no way warranted b 
the facta. ‘hat misery Inecrenses with 
the powers of production is absolutely 
tnise, at least if misery moans want, 
Tho poorest class in a civilized commu. 
nity can live at least as comfortably neu 
sayago chief, It is only relatively to 
the rich that they become worse of—~ for 
the reason thittbe rich ore enabled by 
law to withold from use as much of tho 
product as they please, and to bostow 
ns much more on, flunkies, preachers, 
aud other non-producera,

Many questions of vital interest 
to us as citizens of Kansas, as citi- 
zens of the American republic and 
as citizens of the planet called the 
Earth, will then and there be dis- 
cussed from the standpoint of rea- 
son and in the lightof Tintdey=-that 
is to say, in the Jight of all human 
experience. The government of 
this country has been in the hands 
of professionals—the clergy aud the 
lay politicians—nearly ever since 
the establishment of our present 
political system. The result of their 
management was seen twenty-six 
years years ago in the flash of bay- 
oneta and heard in the thunder of 
artillery. Asan accident or inci- 
dent of that war ona form of slav- 
ery was abolished only to consolid- 
ate the power of another set of nias- 
fers who now are usipg, the sang 
profcssionals—the clergy and lay 
politicians whose mismanagement 
brought on the first bloody crisis— 
lo precipitate another and perhaps 
more destructive doniestic war. 

Is it not time tho people—the 
workers, the real producers of all 
wealth~should declare aud achieve 
their independenco of these nafore- 
enid professionals, these political 
busses, and take their own bušiiiess 
into their own hands? Tho live is- 
sues of the day will receive a 
large share of attention at our ap- 
proaching meeting, as is shown hy 
the following list of subjects pro- 
posed for discussion:

Whon criticising and condemning Lucr- 
ren they are very careful never to let 
their readers seo or their hearers hoar 
what it is that we really do say. Their 
plan seems to be to create the impres- 
sion that our teachings are so wicked, 
so disloyal, so trensonable, so destruct. 
ive of all good, that no self-respecting 
man or woman will read our paper or 
give us n hearing, for fear of contamina- 
tion or disgrace, It was a maxim or 
rule among the pagan Romane that no 
man should be condemned until heard 
in lis own dofense, but modern Christe 
ian editors and modern Christian minis- 
tors consider it beneath their diguity to 
follow the example of those ancient 
pagans. 


If neighbor Gardiner had been as 
anxious to be fair and just as he 
was to make a smart paragraph he might 
have quoted a specimen sentence or 
two fromtho article he puts in bis edi» 
torial pillory. Tor instance thesa: 

“And eo, likewise, wo shonld treat the 
works, the opinions of our ancestors, tho 
wise and good men who haye lived on 
the earth before our time, When our 
judgment, ourown experience, tells us 
that their precepte, their lawe, their 
constitutions are wise, aud that thoy are 
good and switable to our times and cir- 
cumstances we should uso them, obey 
them, “pay homage” to {hem (if you like 
the word), but if we believe these pre- 
cepts, these lawa to be wrong m prin- 
ple or unsuited to our times and cir- 
cumstances we should reject them, ignore 
them, audit necessary defy them and 
the men who would enforce the observ- 
ance of these precepts, these laws of the 
dead past, upon us.” 

From this paragraph tho readers of 
the Jiegister could have seon that wo do 
not condemn and reject constitutions or 
codes of law, as a whole Wo are very 
willing to keep and to use whatever we 
find therein that 38 truo, good and use- 
ful What we object to isthe blind, 
unrensoning adoration that is being paid 
to the code or document called the Con- 
stitution of the United States, Some of 
the articles and sections of thie docu- 
ment havo been shown by the teat of ox- 
perience to be wiso and good. Those, 
foroxample that are tntonded to secure 
the freedom of speech and of the press, 
and tho right of peaveablo assembly; 
also the right to a“speedy and publio 
trinl by an impartial jury,” in cases of 
criminal prosecution, But those rights 
are older than written constitutions and 
do not depend upon them for their va- 
lidity, and, as the current history of our 
times shows, the Constitution of tho 
United States is powerless to secure 
these rights to tho citizen.

But while we find some good features 
in this constitution we find more that, 
monr judgment, have been shown by 
experienco to ve “wrong in principle,” 
as woll as “unsuited to our times 
aud circumstances.” Among these bad 
fenturea wo may mention the clause 
that authorizes the enactment of tugi- 
tivoslave laws. It ia truo that this 
clause (although it stands to-day unre- 
pealed) has become inoperative through 
lator amendments, but it did not become 
inoperative till meu rejected it, ignored 
it and dofled it. And thus it came to 
pass that the constitution itself, which 
was sid to have been formod to “estnb- 
Neh justice, insure domestic tranquility, 
and securothe blessings of Hborty to 
ourselves nud our posterity’—this same 
constitution became the legitimate 
parent, the logical chuseot the grentost 
“domestig” war known to history,

Free, fair, open, 
candid and yet fearless discussion of 
all points of difference is, perhaps, 
the most important condition or 
means of obtaining a right and 
peaceful solution of all these social, 
financial and other governmental 
problems.

They are 
simply vsunrations, since neither the 
members of the convention themsolyes 
nor the membors of the legislatures 
who sent them to Philadelphia, were 
clothed with any such power derived 
from nature or from natural and ra- 
tional views of government. 

To make this statement clear, let us 
take the clause granting to congress the 
exclusive right to “coin money and regu» 
late the value thereof.” Under natural 
law and natural justice, every man isan 
equal sovereign as well asan equal citi- 
zen, and if so ho possesses the sovereign 
right to com bis own money and sell it 
just as ho sells his wheat, his borse or 
his labor, for whatever other men are 
willing fo pay, But the members of 
tho constitutional convention deprived 
tho ¢itizen of this natural right. It is 
legitimate to ask, where did these mem- 
bers get the power or the right to insert 
such n clause in the constitution? 

“Prom the legislatures who appointed 
the delegates,” you say. 

But where did tho legislatures pet 
such power? 

“From tho people who elected them.” 

But whero did the people get tho 
power thus delegated io their servauts 
Whero 
docs one man or n dozen men or a thou- 
sand men—n majority," if you please—

Hamilton was defeated in his desire 
to have a monaréhy tn form but he suc» 
ceded admirably well in retaining its 
spirite Under Furopean monarchies 
government moboy, government coins, 


represented the majesty, the au» 
thority of tho crown, it n 
poor mar was unable to obtain 


monoy stamped with the crown to pay 
bis taxes nnd his debts to his Iande 
Jord he could be thrown into prison, 
there to lie till thedebt was pnid, Hence 
government money, legal tender money, 
became an object to be covoted and 
almost worshiped by the subjects of 
monarchy, ‘Che monarchists in our con- 
stitntional convention were shrowd 
enough nud inthiential enough of carry 
this very importaut point, and 
in go doing thoy Intd the fonndation of 
a now monarchy in Amerion—a despot- 
ism of plutocrate, whose power over tho 
libertios and tholives of the laboring 
mon avd wowen--the real prodncers of all 
wealth--it will probably roquire another 
bloody revolution to overthrow. Under 
tho oporation of this monarchal provis- 
ion within the past 25 years, the national 
govornmont has directly and indirectly 
robbed the people of many hundreds 
if not thousands of millions of dollars 
worth of their bard earnings through 
expansion and contracticn of curren- 
cy. And when the laborers demand 
the right to meet and discuss methods 
of reform the capitalistio press, that 19, 
the governmental press, demand thoir 
dispersion by the military forces—--one 
puper advising that “hand grenades” 
be thrown amony the workmen when 
they ask better pay aud shorter hours 
of labor, 


But to issue and to regulate tho value, 
that is, ta control the volume of money, 
is only one of the mouarchal features 
embodied in our federal constitution.

“Zeno's" MISTARTS. 

Not to crowd unduly upon our small 
spaco by the quotations and explanatory 
remarks which otherwise would be 
necessary I here number the various 
points of my reply to Zeno and for con- 
nection tho reader is referred to the cor- 
responding numerals im his article on 
fourth pago, Tho figures follow the 
matter which I here criticise, 

1. Municipalities can be ns tyrannical 
ns States if they choose; what guarantee 
have we thatthe rights of the individual 
will be respected by the co-operative 
town any more than by the co-operative 
State?

Surely, tho persistence of Christ- 
ianity should be sufficient to make Zeno 
cautious about advancing arguments 
based upon the long continuance ofa 
belief, tendency or habit, 

9, Low about Jawa which tine men 
for “blasphemy?” And tho State never 
could make a man “believe a creed,” but 
it could punish Lim for failure to say he 
believed it and could make him sup- 
port the Church which taught it. ‘To 
day it Aues him if ho violates Jaws (Sun- 
day ptatutes, et al.) enacted in ita intor-

A man may not to-day bo fined simply ..

with compulsory vaccination laws which 
agnin subject him tothe danger of fine 
ond imprisoument. ‘hon there are 
medical monopoly laws which often 
prevent him from employing for his 
child the physician he desires, Whore, 
O Zeno! ia that enlargoment ofthe “ind. 
yidualsphere’ which you say accompanies 
the growing tendency to make “capital 
public proporty?” I deny that there is 
any such enlargement, and I affirm that 
every curtailment of the liberty of the 
individual ix one sphere of action has 
had the effect of, directly or indirectly, 
curtailing it in all others, 

10., Ido not think that thero is any 
“gap inthe Anarchist ranks botween the 
defenders of private property and those 
who repudinte it as being robbery.” It 
by “property” 1s meant only privileged 
wealth, that which has been secured by 
oris used to extort interest, profits and 
rents by the connivance of the State, 
I join with Proudhon and James in 
calling it robbery, Butit by property 
is also meant the carnings of labor, then 
I must dissent. And avyway I consider 


that theterm “Property is robbery” is 
an unfortunate one for our propaganda, 
Whether Proudhon did or did not mean 
law-privileged wealth, is immaterial so 
far as my intended criticism is concerne 
ed, Our useof the word Anareby is 
etymologically defensible, but not so 
the use of the word property ns a syno- 
nym for robbery, uot even in tbo re- 
stricted sense iz which Proudbon em- 
ployed it. 

11. Iam surprised at Zevo'’s criticism 
ofthe word “Restrainoment.”. In the 
sense in which Fenwick employed the 
words, “The Restrainment” is the name 
of tho organization that shall punish, re- 
strain, actuel invaders, and actual in- 
yaders only, of other's rights. Zeno's 
objection tbat wa cannot restrain tho 
man who plots and commits n crimo in 
secret, lias no weight ns against that 
word in particular, for it is equally ap- 
plicableto “govern,” “punish,” or any 
other of a nature allied to either, 

PROPERTY AND LAW, 

12. Monopoly, in a so-called civilized 
country is dependent upon law, e. it 
is created or protected or both by law, 
but although property may bo at the 
mercy of Jaw isnot created by it, as it 
exists by virtue of toil, and therefore, 
from my pout of view, “theft” does not 
imply “Jaw,” ‘Tbe man who should take 
the earnings of avolber.without his 
consent would bea thief, and that even 
if there had never existed a statute 
ugninst it.
